Never- 
theless, he manages to maintain 
his 3.1 GPA. 


In the business field is Emest 
Heinz, who plans to go into in- 
stitutional management (labor re- 
lations) at Sacramento ‘ State. 


“Law is my primary goal,” said

pendent and applying myself,” he 
has achieved a 3.4 GPA. 

Lee Huser will represent the 
humanities division. Carrying an 
impressive 3.8 GPA, Lee is major- 
ing in history. Next fall she is 
transferring to University of the 
Pacific in Stockton, where she 
plans to become an elementary 
school teacher. 


Representing the science and 
engineering division is Mike 
Osugi. The part time Hartnell 
physics lab assistant hopes to en- 
ter UC Berkeley next fall.

The Community College 
Awards program is an otugrowth 
of Bank of America’s’ former 
Business Awards and Man and 
Woman of the Year programs.
